We 
need only cite the Registration of Deeds 
Act to show the experimentalism that ob- 
tains here. We need only cite the working 
of this Act to prove its useleeanesfl, and tin- 
suitableness lo our requirements and the 
wishes of the country. 

Had an not for the registration of deeds 
been adopted here such as is mow in force in 
British Columbia, we would have hud some- 
thing that would have met the wishes ol the 
public — something that had been tried — 
something that was not a miserable experi- 
ment. Instead, however, of a practical and 
conservative spirii governing out legislation, 
public feeling is kept Up to n boiling heal 
nil iho time by experimentalism, m some- 
thing far worse in its Conception or in its 
probable elects. We might, had we space 
or the intention, cite the Act to quint titles] 
or the imperfections connected with the Act 
to enable aliens to hold laud, which is only 
prospective, and other bills that have be- 
come law, but our purpose is mote particu- 
larly to deal with the proposed inroads on 
the sacred right of tria: by j ury. 

As our readers are well aware, we ba\e 
opposed the abolition of the Grand Jury, and 
wo have the satisfaction of knowing ihal we
